So that 
wherea "Precept or Commande 
is, there muſt bee Obedience;

our owne ſafety : when God 
therefore requirerh- vs to be- |

eternall fire Tude 7. all which 
woes and Iudgements, with 
many more, are written for 
our Admonition, that wee 
ſhould nor /u(t as they /uſted, 
nor be 1doliters, nor commit 
fornication, nor tempt Chrilt, 
nor murmure. 1 COr. 10.6. Sv 
that the threatuings and Tudge- 
ments of God vpan fianers, re- 
corded in the Scripture, were 
not only for the Puniſhment 
and Deſtruction of thole , on 
whom they fell, but alſo for 
warnings vnto vs,to driue vs, 
with Lot, our of wicked So. 
dome . to terrifie vs from de- 
lighting in fianc,and ro ſhewy

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what we muſt be, if wee will 
be accepted of Him, New crea- 
tures. Wherefore, as God re- 
wireth, ſo tis neceſſary, in re.

Let vs 
cleanſe our ſelues from all filtht. 
eſſe | perfetting bolineſſe m the 
feareof God Itis doubtleſle /if 
wee know 1c) our great happi - 
nefle that wee haue fo many 
Promiſes and Mercies propoſed 
to vs:and vvee mult farther 
knovv, that tis but our boun 
den duty to cmbrace them, 
and to make a ſanAified vic 
thereof . Having therefore 
luch gratious Invitations to 
b:come new creatures in the 
{1ghr of Go.l,let vsnor caſt off 
his free promſes and mercies 
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by growing Old in our ſinnes; 
butlet vs rather turne to Him, 
who o lovingly inviteth vs, 8& 
who therein plainely ſhewes, 
that he deſtreth not our dc- 
ſtruction, but that we ſhould 
Returneand Lime; this defirc of 
His includeth his expettation 
of our obedience. Wherefore, 
as God expeteth, lotis neceſ:- 
{ary in regard of his promiſes 
and mercies, that wee ſhould 
become New. Thus haue [ 
laid open my fecond Reaſon, 
taken from theexpeCtation of 
God himſelfe; which is 
cleare]y manifeſt /as it hath 
beene ſhewed ) in His pre- 
cepts , threatnings , iudgements, 
promiſes, and mercies ; by all 
| which 
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which wee may ſee that God 
requires, and that tis therefore 
vndoubredly neceſſary that 
wee become new creatures. 
Thirdly this neceſſity will 
yet farther appeare by a z*rea- 


ſon drawne from our vocat: - 


on tothe faith of Chriſt, and 
our 7uSiification by his merits; 
the very end whereof (next 
vnto Gods glory and the fal- 
vation of our ſoules) is the 4- 
mendment of our liucs. 

What is our happineſle, in 
that wee are called to bee the 
members of Chriſt, we (hall 
never fully vaderſtand till we 
come atrthe laſt rorecejue the 
Crovvne thereof, when wee 
ſhall ſee God face to face, and 


knowe 
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knowe him as we are knowne: yet 
may wecin ſome meaſure bec 
ſenſible of ir, for wee know 
that we are T hereby freed from 
that Egyptian bondage and 
Thraldome of {1nne,as S. Luke 
for our comfort, hath recor- 
ded in the words of our Savi- 
our. Luke 4.18,19. This day, 
ſaith Chriſt, is T his Scripture 
fulfi/ed in your eares: but what 
Scripture? That, which the 
Prophet 7ſaiab had forerold 
of him, namely, that Hee was 
ſent to heale the / roken bearted, 
ro preach deliverance vnto the 
caftines, and recouering of (ight 
ts the blin de, and to ſet at libert h! 
tho ſe whuch are bruiſed *all which 
benctits acrue io thoſe that 

are 
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are called and made the Tuſti. 
ficd members of Chriſt. Wee 
then haucrecciucd liberry,be- 
ing made Heires of the cove- 
nant of Grace: but to vwhar 
end? that wee may doe what 
we liſt, and walke as ve pleaſe? 
Shall wee frecly linne, becaulc 
weeare ynder grace? $. Paul 
will take that oft with a God 
forbid. Rom 6.1 5. for that were 
roturnethe grace of God into 
wantonneſle , and to yſe our 
liberty, wherevato weare Cal. 
led, or rather to 4buſeit foran 
occaſion to the fleſh Gal. 5. 
13* Werather ſhould walke as 
S. Paul exhorteth his Epheſt- 
ans, Cap.4.V.1. worthy of the vo- 
cation wherewith wee are called: 
we 
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weeare made the members 
of Chriſt, the adopted lonnes 
of God , therefore ( to make 
good our calling ) ought wee 
toliue as His children , His 
ſervants ; not ſeruing our 
felues in the fleſh, bur him: in 
the ſpirit : for the immediate 
end of our converſion is and 
ought to be a regularity and 
reforming of our C onverſati- 
on; and therefore in' this re- 
ſpect tis likewiſe neceſſary 
that wee ſhould become new. 

Fourthly, A fourth reaſon 
(and that vrgent cnough) to 
proue and perſwade the ſame, 
may betaken from the conſi- 
deration of our owne Condi- 
tion: for, if wee looke well at 
home 
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home, wecethall eycry one of 
vs finde within himſelfe 3 
Soulethar needs Repentance; & 
which may therefore iultly 
call ypon vs for this Renovats- 
on. Thar wee daily finne, [ 
ſuppoſe no man ſo much as 
doubterh,eſpecially if he con- 
{1der, whatitis to be the ſonne 
of a tranſpreſſmg Adam: for, al- 
though a man may bee fie 
querela, yethe cannot bee ſme 
peccato; as S. Auſtine ſpeaketh: 
ſoliue hee may , as thar the 
world ſhall haue burlittle to 
ſay vato him; hee may carry 
himſelfe withour offending A- 
ny, and ſo be accounted,with 
Zacharias, blameleſſe.Luke 1.16. 
Thus he may bee fine querel3,

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notdeferuing any complaint 
of man againſt him, yer can- 
not he be ſme peccato, withour 
oftcnceagainlt God : for Hee 
will {til behold iniquicy, and 
thar manifyld,evenin his belt 
Actions ; which indeede, | 
without the Advantage of a 
gratious acceptance, could be 
in themſelues nothing but 
Sinne, Now thoſc linnes,

Saint Auſtine (to manifeſt 
vnto vs the Abuſes, that are 
viuall in our Speech ) diſtin- 
cuitheth of a five fold Tongue. 
There is, faith he, Lingua impa. 
arca, vaniloqua,doloſa, 'maledica, 
&) diſſoluta: An Immodeſt or Vn- 
caſt Tongue; A vaine or fooliſh 
Tongue: A treacherous or de. 
cerrfull Tongue: A Nlaundring 
or murious Tongue: and, A 
drſſolute or Prophane Tongue. 

The Immodeſt or vnchaſt 
may be called a Fiery Tongue.

which are our words & deeds: 
Saint Pauls rule (before men- 
tioned, Epheſ.4 ) may ſcruc as 
a full Dire&ton. Putting away 
Lying ſaith he, Feake every man 
truth pnto bis neighbour : bee no 
more angry beyond mealure: 
ftealeno more : Let no more cor- 
rupt communications proceede 
fromyou,e>c. Bur, laying afide 
whatſoever is hurcfull,rakein 
ſteede thereof that golden 
chaine which the ſame A- 
poſtle hath made, Gal. 5. 22. 
C on(iſting of the fruits of the 
ſpirit; as loue, meckeneſſe, & the 
reſt there mentioned, and[as 
the wiſe man exhorteth his 

WH lonne 
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ſonne, Prov.6.2 1.) binde it yp. 
on thy Feart,tic it about thynecke; 
for, when thou goelt, it ſhall 
leade thee, when thou leepeſt, 
it ſhall keepe thee, when thou 
awakeſt, ir ſhall talke With 
thee, and makethee accepta- 
ble in the fight of God.

Renewing of the ſoule. 
Hereynto we might adde 
a 34 meanes, and thatis in the 
courſe of our liues the chozee 
of Such company, as will deſire 
& fecke to become New with 
vs; which indeede is both pro. 
firable and neceſlary: for Hee, 
thar {till aſſociatech himſelfe 
with Blaipheamers, with men 
of a Diſſolute, Slaundrmg, or 
fooliſh Tongue, mult nor thinke 
cocaſt off & leaucar pleaſure 
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his cuſtome of ſwearing, of 
backebiting, of Immadest or late 
ralking : in vaine doc men 
hope to bee Sober among(t 
Drunkards, and tis little availe- 
ablero pretend Honeſty , as 
long as weca(t in our Lot,and 
hauc one purſe with thoſe, char 
are Deceitfull Evill communica- 
tions, ſaith Saint Paul , cor- 
rupt good manners, and the 
mnfetton of Diſſolute Companions 
perverteth Hone#t Deſires: if 
wee thercfore will become 
New ourlelues, vvec mult not 
walkein the Way with Thoſe, 

who ſtill defire ro remaine in 
their old ſinnes. 
Thus haue wee for DircCti- 
on, ſeenc both the Manner, 8& 
alſo 
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allo the Meanes of this Renoya- 
tion; wearenowin the fourth 
and laſt place toconfider the 
fruits, thence ariſing, by way 
of Encouragement to the more 
ſpeedy and chearefull pertor- 
mance thereof. 

When Laban would allure 
Licobvnto his Service, his Ar- 
gument, tO encourage him, was 
that hee ſhould not ſerue him 
for nothing, and thereforede- 
manded of him what (ac- 
cording to his owne deſire} 
his wages (hould bee.Gen.z g. 
15. [fthe World were as rea- 
dy toferſwadetrue ſeruice, or 
to recompence the ſame where 
they finde it, they which la- 
bour, would happily find leſſe 
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cauſe to obic the withholding 
of their Hire, then ſometimes 
they doe. But let Mortality 
faile (as itever hath and will 
doc) tis notwithitanding of 
all moſt certaine, that God is 
Bounttfull and changeth not: 
yet the Djve/himſiclte (who 
ſ-}dome ſ{peaketh truc, never 
for the loue of Truth) even he 
will et vs know that 1b did 
not ſerue God for nothing; Iob. 
1.9. Never yet Wasany man 
the Warſe (what ever in our 
| flothfull ſecurity and carnall de. 
licateneſſe we may & doe mil. 
conceiue)l ſay never any man 
the worſe, bur many Degrees 
bettered by the Service of God 
duly performed. To runne o- 
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ver punctually the Fruits 
thereof, were to enlarge this 
diſcourſe into a ſecond Ser- 
mon-. One may ſerue for all 
the reſt (bcing indcede as 
much as all) namely, that, if 
we become New and Amende 
our lives as we oughr,ourGod 
is thereby Glorified: for fo 
ſpeaketh our Sauour, Mat: . 
16. Let your light ſo ſhine before 
men, that they may ſee ' your good 
workes, and glorifie Jour Father 
which is in Heaven: Our good 
workes, our Newneſſe in Con. 
verſation is that which tend- 
eth vnto the Honour and Gle- 
ryof God; which (if rightly 
conſidered) cannot but be, to 
F 4 2 
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a truly Chriſtian, to a Religious 
and Filiall Heart, the Summe 
of all Fraits, the vtmoſt, thc 
Only end of all Endeavours. 
And lurely (conſidering how 
Vnworthy of our ſelues wee 
are,and how [K:le acceptance 
our belt rightcoulneſle, forits 
ownedclerts, might looke to 
finde atthe handcs of God, it 
| being (as the Prophet Z[aiw 
ſpcaketh)burasf many filthy 
ragoes, & ſo no way prohrta- 
ble,no way acceptable ) I lay, 
conlidering this, tis encou- 
ragement enough (if any will 
ſufhce ) for vs, ſinfull Mor- 
ralls, ro become New crea- 
tures, namely,that God willbe 
plealced Therebyto be Honou- 
red, Yer, 
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Yet,if theWeakeneſſe of Mor- 
tality either can or will looke 
no farther then our ſelues, wee 


ſhall There likewiſe ſec nÞa J 


rallel'd Profit; Benefits,that can - 
not be equall'd, If any man 
ſhall aske me, what they arc? 
I will anſwerehim; they are all 
compriſed in This one, the Sa- 
ving of the Soule, the drawing 
of it out, as it were, from the 
"Bondage of f1nne to that Glo. 
rious Liberty, that Hafpineſſe in. 
comprehenſible, whichChri't 
hath purchaſed wich his owne 
Blood. 

If Theſe or any Other En- 
couragements (though none 
more {trong) can novv per- 
{wade and allure vs to Renew 
Our 
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our conyerſlations before our 
God,then ſhall wee moſt hap- 
pily offer vp our ſelues an Mc- 
ceptable ſacrifice, a Sanftified 
Gift vnto God,that lookes for 
it. And happy that Man, who 
ſhall thus diſpoſe of his owne 
ſoule:forif vwwee (hall Thus be- 
come New in all things, then 
ſhall All things become New 
toys: Wee ſhall haucin This 
lifc new Mercies, new Bleſſmps,; 
or rather, the o/d Mercies, and 
Favours of God Renewed to vs; 
And, when this life ſhall bee 
no more, welhall haue New 
Heavens, wherein wee ſhall, 
with a New company of 
Saints and Angells , ling for 
evera New ſong of reiogcing 
vnato 
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vnto our God, in whoſe ſer. 
vice We became New creatures 
here on earth. 

Thou O Lord, who alone ſeeſ 
the hearts of all men, knoweft that 
we are allfull of corruption, and 
can of our ſelues de nething but 
funne, be pleaſed ther efore, O Fa. 
ther f Mercy: 0 make thy good 
word powerfull invs tothe ca {hn 
downe of ſunne and the Devices 
thereof, that ſo wee may thence 
learneto Renew our Converſati. 
ons bg fore Tice, and, by thy A[- 
fiſting Grace, ts bring forth the 
fruits f an Holy life , an [ome 
Thirty,in [ome Staty, in ſome an 
Hunared fold, t» the Glory of 
Thy name and the Salvation of 
our 
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| our owne ſoules, through Teſus 
Chriſt our Lord and only Saviour.
